Mr. Day an’s statements following the confer­ 
ence su pport Mr Nix on’s position of following a 
two-pronged attack on the d isquieting situ ation 
in hopes of av erting a U ov iet confrontati‘>n. 
in hopes of av erting a U.S.-Sov iet confrontation. 
The Israeli militarv lead er said America 
should continue to arm his cou ntry as a d eter­ 
rent to Arab resu mption of open warfare 
whil« 
striv ing for closer ties with Arab countries. 


IN A PRE-ELECTION SPEECH Mr. Nix on 
said : “ I su pport a policy that would giv e Israel 
a technological military margin to more than 
offset her hostile neighbors’ nu merical su perior­ 
ity . I am not a military ex pert, and I will rely 
on the ju d gment of m ilitan ex perts. If main- 
training that margin of su periority should re­ 
qu ire Phantom F-4 jetf we should supoly those 
jets so they can maintain that su periority .” 
On the other front. Mr. Nix on has opened the 
d oor to negotiations with Arabs by say ing: 
‘Some Arab lead er* eqm ie America's su pport 
of Israel as being against them That is abso­ 
lutely u ntru e. The United State- should work 
with ev ery nation ¡n the Mid d le East willing te 
liv e in peace with its neighbors in afar-reacn- 
Hv e in peace with its neighbors in a far-reach­ 
ing d ev elopment program ” 
The Eisenhower Plan for prov id ing atomic 
plants for d esalting sea water to irrigate d e-

On that issue, Mr. Nix on ha# said: "It is mv 
v iew that for Israel to make formal and final 
possession of the occupied territories would ha 
a grav e mistake. At the same time H is not re­ 
alistic to ex pect Israel to surrender v ital bar­ 
gaining counters in the absence of a genuine 
peace and effectiv e guarantees.” 
It is going to be quite a feat for the Nix on ad­ 
ministration to carry on amicable relations with 
the Arabs while shipping arms to Israel. 'Hie 
opportunity ex ists for the arms race to taka 
precedence ov er the dev elopment race.

BUFFALO MEAT tastes and looks like ord i­ 
nary beef and is regard ed as a lux ury item >n 
Canad a. It became popular at Canad ian cen­ 
tennial d inners and banqu ets last y ear. 
The Canadian gov ernment is selling small 
groups of buffalo to priv ate ranchers to see if 
th« animals can be commercially bred and 
marketed . 
Wg normally think of buffalo as roaming the 
r u t western plains bu t the one buffalo ranch 
alread y operating in Canada is in Quebec Prov - 
■ct. 
gov ernment also is considering 


a plan to restore buffalo ranching by Indian* 
*io« e ancestors liv ed ex clusiv ely on buffalo be­ 
fore the white man came to North America. In­ 
dians now are ranching beef cattle in many sec­ 
tions of the country . 
Millions of buffalo wore killed by the whit# 
buffalo hunters during the last century until 
only 250 animals were loft by 1900.

WASHINGTON — That sage old labor lion, 
George Meany , can growl with the best of 
them. At a big d inner the other night, he 
warned that the mov ement which he leads is 
•’organizationally 
set 
up 
to 
function equally well in foul 
weather as well as fair." 
On this d ais with the AFL- 
CIO chief was a beaming Hu­ 
bert Humphrey , who grinned 
approv al at what appeared to 
be a sharp thru st at Presi­ 
d ent-elect Richard Nix on. But 
e v e r y b o d y knows that a 
growling lion d oes not bite 
Not y et. any way . 
Mr. Mean' was not snapping at Dick Nix on. 
The union chief, a cross between Vince Lom­ 
bard i and T a l l e y r a n d , was merelv going 
throu gh the motions. For a long time now. he 
has kept his criticism of Mr. Nix on pointed ly 
political bu t strictly impersonal. 
What’s more, the nation’s nu mber one labor 
chief has not been critical of the Presid ent-elect 
in manv a priv ate conv ersa’ion and conference. 
This is the acid test. There was many a chance 
to *ound off amid st his colleagues ‘his oasts 
weekend , as labor's high command gathered 
here for an unusual d iscussion of the mov e­ 
ment’s foreign policy . 


IT IS ON THIS front that a strong bond ex ists 
between the national labor lead ership and Mr. 
Nix on They see ey eball to ey eball. They see 
th'- Communist regimes not so much a network 
of id ologies, bu t as an alliance of inv ad ers. 
It was d ramatic coincid ence that, on the v ery 
d ay Mr Nix on announced his cabinet, his sev ­ 
erest critic, an enemy which the Presid ent-el ct 
shares with Mr. Meany . namely Walter Reu th- 
er. was in Belgrad e, Yugoslav ia, seeking an ap- 
poistment with Marshal Tito. 
On that same d ay , Mr. Meany ’s colleagu es 
conferred here with lead ers of Domei, the anti­ 
commu nist Japanese labor fed eration in Toky x 
Domei’s tou ghest enemy is something called 
Sohv o. a crushinglv powerful coalition of mili­ 
tant 
Socialist and Commu nist unions. 
Mr. 
Meany will not talk with Sohy o’s chiefs 
Mr. 
Reu ther will. 


It is the joy of Mr. Meany ’s critics to d e­ 
scribe him as a transplanted plu mber — bu t 
the sharp interest in battling global commu n­ 
ism belies all charges of pipefitting prov incial­ 
ism 


THUS LABOR WAS d elighted when Dick Nix ­ 


on named his good friend Robert Murphy as the 
transitory foreign secretary . 
And the union 
chiefs were d elighted with the appointment of 
Bill Rogers, also an old friend , as Secretary at 
State. 


Thus, strangely perhaps for the ou tsid ers, bu t 
not for the Initiated , the labor establishment ta 
prepared to work with Mr. Nix on, unless ne 
aband ons what campu s critics call the hard 
line. 


They 're well satisfied with the incoming Sec­ 
retary of Labor. George Shultz. They ’re con­ 
v inced that Mr. Nix on will not get tough and 
that he will keep the White House d oor open to 
them, as he pled ged d u ring his campaign. Some 
of us would not be su rprised if the nex t Presi­ 
d ent play ed the piano for a bit at the nex t 
AFL-CIO national conv ention in Atlantic City 
this October. 


SO, ODDLY CONTRARY TO what was ex ­ 
pected after a "Nix on win " labor is at this 
v ery * moment watching the foreign front more 
intently than the d omestic field . As Mr. Meany 
said the other night, labor can take care of it­ 
self. It has prospered and d ev eloped tremen­ 
d ous power ind u strially , politically and finan­ 
cially d u ring Republican as well as Democratic 
regimes. 


But the play ’s the thing on the foreign front 
Will Mr. Nix on consult them, as d id Ly nd oa 
Johnson? 
As Presid ent, will he continue to see ey eball 
to ey eball with their hard -line policy toward tba 
Sov iet and Maoist regimes? 


There will be clues. Who will become the As­ 
sistant Secretary of Labor for International AN 
fairs? What about the labor attaches, some of 
whom hav e thought of Dick Nix on as a male 
Med usa? Will Mr. Nix on consult Walter Reuth­ 
e r’s and Frank Fitzsimmons’ Alliance for Labor 
Action i ALAI as equal« with the 13.8 million- 
member AFL-CIO, in d ev elopment of foreign 
policy goals and priorities’ 
How will Mr. Nix on treat, and what will be 
the size of, union d elegations to the Internation­ 
al Labor Organization (ILO) conferences in G-j- 
nev a?

Courts And 
Reservists 


The Supreme Court's refusal to rev iew tht 
gov ernment’s right to order reserv ists to activ e 
duty in Vietnam is tantamount to a confirma­ 
tion of the legality of the American military op­ 
erations being conducted today in Southeast 
Asia. 
J ustice Douglas, who wrote a v igorous dis­ 
ent, argued that the constitutionality of tha 
Vietnam War has nev er been resolv ed. 
But gov ernment attorney s contended that a 
law passed by Congress allows the president te 
order any unit of the ready reserv e of the 
armed forces to activ e duty for a period up to 
24 months, and that the authority to mov e such 
forces is regularly ex ercised by the ex ecutiv e 
branch of the gov ernment. 


THE CONSTITUTION giv es Congress (he 
fikht "to prov ide for calling forth th# militia to 
ex ecute toe laws of the Union, supnreas in­ 
surrections, and repel inv asions." and also "to 
prov ide for organizing, arming, and dlscipMning 
ths militia, and for gov erning such pari of them 
as mav be employ ed in the serv ice of the Unit­ 
ed States.” 
The dispute, which has been going on for 
some time as to the constitutionality of the 
Vietnam War. is not so much concerned with 
the right of the ex ecutiv e to operate the armed 
forces — for the president is by the Constitution 
designated as 
“ commander-in-chief” 
— but 
rather is related to an absence of what might 
he called a "declaration of war.” 
The Constitution say s that Congress "shall 
hav e power to declare war," and does not do- 
fine the form such a declaration may take sr 
prohibit the president from ex ercising bis pow­ 
ers as commander-in-chief of the armed ser­ 
v ices. 


Sometimes a war arises suddenly and the 
United States is compelled to defend its forces 
or the liv es and property of its citizens in a for­ 
eign country * when there is not time to ask Con­ 
gress for permission. 


Before 
substantial 
numbers ef American 
troops went to Vietnam, only adv isers and tech­ 
nicians were sent there. When it was apparent 
toat North Vietnam was engaging in acts of ag­ 
gression, the United States came to the militarv 
assistance of the South Vietnam gov ernment at 
its request. 


The Southeast Asia Treaty , as ratified by the 
Senate, states that "each party recognizes that 
aggression by means of armed attack in the 
treaty area against any of the parties or 
against any state or territory which the par­ 
ties by unanimous agreement m*v he-e^ffe’* 
designate, would endanger Its own peace and 
safety , and agrees that it will In that ev ent ret 
to meet the common danger In accordance with 
its constitutional processes.” 
This means that the United States occepf?d 
direct responsibility in Southeast Asia and. us 
emergencies dev eloped, had the right to send 
troops there. Congress, moreov er, couM at any 
time refuse to pass bills appropriating funds for 
the Vietnam War or could ev en declare the war 
at an end so far as the United States is con­ 
cerned. 


No such power has been ex ercised . Tndeed, 
when the war was ex tend ed to the hiv h seas 
and attacks on American ships occurred in the 
GUlf of Tonkin, the President a'ked Congress to 
pass a resolution which read as follows: 
"Resolv ed bv the Senate and House of Repre­ 
sentativ es of the United States of America !n 
Congress assembled , that the Congress ap­ 
prov es and supports the determination of the 
President, as commander Kchief. to take ail 
necessary measu res to repel any armed attack 
against the force« of the United States and to 
prev ent further aggression.” 
The passage of this resolution in August cf 
t964 was consid ered at the time as equiv alent 
to a "d eclaration of a state of war." When 
'forth Korea inv aded South Korea In Ju ne of 
1950, 
Presid ent 
Tru man ordered 
American 
f trees to go to the aid of South Korea and the 
United Nations promptly authorized the use of 
m inter-national force, along with American 
troops, to repel the North Korean aggression. 


CONGRESS NEVER PASSED any resolution 
"declaring war” or declaring a "state of war," 
« id there are 55,000 American troops still sta­ 
tioned in South Korea. 
With this series of precedents, the Supreme 
Court naturally saw no particular purpose in 
passing upon the right of the president of the 
United States to conduct foreign policy or te 
aend American troops abroad as long as emi­ 
gre v s continues to authorize ex penditures for 
that purpose.

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Czech Deviation' Aids

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
ex perts say the Czech ex peri- 
jn ce will strengthen the position 
of Kremlin dissidents who fav or 
reducing the role of the Warsaw 
Pact nations in Central Europe. 
Until the mov e toward politi­ 
cal liberalism by the Prague 
gov ernment and the resulting 


U.S. face only a mild increase ov er 
last y ear, is looked on by U.S. 
officials as a message to the 
West that Moscow is not gearing 
up for any major increase in 
arms spending. 
And this message, the ex perts 
said, is believ ed designed to 
av oid propelling NATO into a 
Sov iet-led inv asion of Czechoslo- major effort at boosting the At- 
v akia, the prev ailing policy in lantic alliance’s force lev els. 
Moscow was to place a great 
deal of reliance on Warsaw Pact 
armies in the upkeep of the So­ 
v iet defense in Central Europe. 
Howev et*, the dev iation of the 
Czech gov ernment has put in a 
better position those Sov iet lead­ 
ers who hav e argued since the 
early 19 6 0s against depending 
on Eastern European allies in 
defending that part of the world, 
the U.S. ex perts say . 
“ If the Czechs hav e gone sour 
so could others,” one American 
ex pert said. 
If Moscow 
does 
decide to 
strengthen its military posture 
in Central Europe, it will force 
an increase in the Sov iet de­ 
fense budget, one U.S. Krem- 
linologist said. 
This might drain money from

grams and such civ ilian sectors 
as agriculture where the Sov iet 
gov ernment has long promised 
improv ements. 
The Kremlinologists say a ny 1 
such policy shift would ev entu­ 
ally show up in the Russian “ or-1

The Czech inv asion already is 
believ ed to hav e placed some

The author has had a varied 
career of writing and teaching, 
having been the principal draw­ 
ing master at Eton for some 
years, and having written trav­ 
el books and straight fiction.

them. The author is a New Re­ 
public Magazine staff member. 
PICTORIAL GUIDE TO THE 
STARS by Henry C. King and 
THE PICTORIAL GUIDE TO 
THE MOON by Dinsmore Alter 
are alike in format, with dou­ 
ble-column text and many full 
page black - and - white photo­ 
graphs. They have been writ­ 
ten for the layman, but infor­ 
mation is not elementary. Both 
will be helpful to high school 
students 
a n d 
interested lay 
readers. 
One of the most rapidly de­ 
veloping sciences of the day is 
biology. For this reason, 
new 
editions and new books must 
be constantly produced in the 
field. BIOLOGY by Johnson, 
Laubengayer, 
DeLanney and 
Cole is very large, running to 
more than 700 pages, but has 
an easily understood vocabula­ 
ry, good drawings, 
and has 
been thoroughly brought up to 
date. 
WHAT 
MODERN HYPNO­ 
TISM CAN DO FOR YOU by 
Petrie and Stone describes the 
various ways in which different 
branches of science and medi­ 
cine use hypnosis today, what 
kinds of results can be expect­ 
ed, and what the individual can 
do for himself through its use. 
This book will have to be asked 
for, since all titles of this sub­ 
ject
